Lime (unslacked) 20 lbs. 
Sulphur (flowers) 15 lbs. 
Salt 10 Lbs. 
Water 50 gal. 
Arsenate of lead 3 lbs. 
To be used as a spray, especially 
apple trees for Codling Moth and 
other destructive insects and fun­ 
gous diseases. 
I his is a combina­ 
tion spray to meet several require­ 
ments. and should be tollowed in 
15 days with the following solu­ 
tion. 
Bordeaux Mixture. 
Copper sulphate 4 lbs. 
Lime 5 lbs. 
W ater 50 gal. 
Arsenate of lead 3 lbs. 
The arsenate of lead may not be 
used in either of the above solu­ 
tions and a stock solution made as 
follows: 
Lime Arsenate Mixture. 
White Arsenic 2 lbs. 
Sal soda 2 lbs. 
Water 2 gal. 
Lime 2 lbs. 
Use two pints to 50 gal. of either 
above solutions. 
In spraying for Codling Moth, 
the time for spraying the first time 
is most past; the lime sulfur solu­ 
tion should be used first then the 
Bordeaux mixture follow in about 
three weeks. 
The potato beetle has made its 
appearance in this county and we 
should recommend for its destruc­ 
tion the arsenate of lead solution 


above. 
Also some are bothered 
with the plant louse or Aphis; this 
can be killed with the following 
solution: 
Kerosene Emulsion. 
Kerosene 2 gal. 
Water 1 gal. 
Lye soap 1 1-2 lbs. 
This may have to be weakened 
for tender plants.

Peter Moodie, a well known cit­ 
izen, di«*d at his home in Coinan«*he 
Tuesday, April 27th and was bur­ 
ied th«* next «lay. services b«*ing 
held at th** Presbyterian church. 
Mr. Moodie was born in Glas­ 
gow. Scotland, October 12, 1843, 
where h«* liv«*«l until he was 21 
years of ag«\ when he came to the 
United States and settled at He­ 
ron, Robison county, 1’exas.

In 1875 he was married to Miss 
t Emily Hudson of Marshall, Texas,
